OF HEART FAILURE 


Grover Clem, 








at one time a resi- 
dent here and owner of the John 
Palmer Cyclery, died Sunday night 
near here while en route for Red- 
lands from his home in Anaheim. 
Following an attack of the flu Mr. 
Clem was left with a weak heart, 
and had been suffering for several 
months. Following the heart attack 
which occurred near here, Mr. Clem 
was brought to the office of Dr. 
Wm. H. Craig, ‘who, after an ex- 
amination, pronounced him dead. 
While here Mr. Clem was a member 
of the Upland fire department and 
has a host of friends who will be 
shocked at the news of his death. 
A family reunion at the Clem 
home at Anaheim had just been com- 
pleted and he was accompanying 
relatives to Redlands for a_ visit. 


Goroner J. B. Hanna yesterday es- 
tablished that death was due to 
heart trouble. Mr. Clem had been 


under the care of a physician since 
a severe attack of influenza several 
months ago. 

Funeral services will be: held at 
2 o'clock Wednesday afternoon from 
the Cortner Brothers parlors at Red- 
lands. The body was taken yester- 
day from the Richardson Funeral 
Home at Ontario to Redlands.

COUNTY CHARTER 
REVISION NEEDED 


Movement is under way to present 
to the voters of the county drastic 
amendments to the county charter, 
or perhaps its repeal, according to 
reports heard by members of the 
Board of Supervisors. 

Indications are that the 
ors will be willing to submit to the 
voters any reasonable proposal pre- 
sented by a responsible organization, 

The supervisors have been em- 
barrassed by the state law which 
has caused the situation to arise that 
to deputies in some offices 
more salary than can be paid to the 
head of the office.

Earthquake Has Changed Japan 
EPOKTS coming out of Japan are to the effect that the great 
national calamity brought a great moral and spiritual change 
to that country, in that all forms of luxury and extravagance 
have been put aside. Economy is observed in every way and 
by all classes of society. This change in the mood of the nation 
gives a new shape to the retail trade of the capital city, which. is 
quickly recovering from the blow of the great earthquake and con- 
flagration.” The selling of luxuries has given place to the offering 
for sale of goods that are at once low-priced and durable. 
Department store managers and owners, who have been plan- 
ning for the restoration of their destroyed buildings, are struck with 
this change in people’s sentiments and are shaping their construction 
plans in accordance therewith, the Dry Goods Economist says. The 
Mitsukoshi, which is recognized as one of the best department store 
concerns in Japan, had its palatial store. destroyed, together with the 
bulk of its merchandise. Instead of quickly building on the former 
site, the company will build sheds in several wards of Tokio—just 
a chain of stores. Nothing fine or luxurious will be stocked. For 
example, the clothing materials which the chain of shed stores will 
handle will be principally cotton goods. Silk fabrics will be avoided 
as far as possible, and, if stoeked, the most durable and cheapest 
fabvics will be selected. 

The changes in keeping with the alteration in the people’s mood 
are not confined to the methods of doing business of the kinds of 
goods for sale, but are to be seen in the colors or patterns of cloth- 
ing and other lines. One store manager states that fineness of color 
or of design will not be sought by consumers during this winter 
season, but that cheapness and durability will determine their 
choice.

The estimated movement of lem- 


ons this season from California will 
exceed the actual shipments of this 
state’s heaviest crop, which was 
shipped in 1920-21, by 1761 carloads, 


according to present prospects. Act- 


ual shipments in that bumper year 
totaled 11,820 cars. 

Compared with last season’s crop, 
which, figured on a hasis of 400 
boxes to the car, totaled 7954 car- 
loads, the movement for the season 
just opening will exceed the year 
just closed, October 31, 1923, by 5627 
carloads. In comparison with the 
1921-22 crop, when 9648 cars were 
shipped, this season’s crop will ex- 
ceed that movement by 3983 cars. 

“The quality and sizes of Cali- 
fornia lemons this season will be 
exceptionally good, according to 
present indications,” says Sales Man- 
ager Powell. 

“With the liberal supplies in sight 
the trade may be assured of suf- 
ficient quantities of this fruit 
throughout the entire season, so-that 
the eustomary speculation upon 
shortage of supplies need not enter 
into the lemon deal during the cur- 
rent year,” states Mr. Powell. 

The season 1922-23, according to 
Mr. Powell, has been a good one for 
lemons. The fall and winter de- 
mand. was, especially heavy. And 
each year the demand during this 
period is said to be increasing. 

Additional money has been appro- 
priated by grower members of the 
California Fruit Growers Exchange, 
it is reported, and one of the most 
extensive advertising campaigns in 
magazines and newspapers ever Car- 
ried upon California lemons will be 
scheduled during this season.

NEW VEHICLE LAW 
IS FAR-REACHING 


Auto drivers under the impression 
that the new California Vehicle Act 
does not limit the 





speed of motor 
vehictes are due for a sad awaken- 
ing, according to a statement issued 
by the Automobile Club of Southern 


California. 


Claims were made that the state 


law was not explicit in Sette} 


speed, but the legal department of 
the auto club says that the new law, 
in fact, is further-reaching than the' 
old, and amply regulates the speed 
at which a car may be driven. 
Briefly, the law provides that a 
car be driven “at a careful and pru- 
dent speed, not greater than is reas- 
onable and proper, having due regard 
to the traffic, surface and width of 
the highway, and no person _ shall 
drive any vehicle on a public high- 
way at such a speed as to endanger 
the life, limb or property of any 
person.” This means that while the 
old law set an arbitrary limit re- 
gardless of danger, the new la 
makes it an offense to endanger life, 
limb or property, whether the speed 
is greater or less than the limits 
The gist 
of the statement is that care should 
and every- 
where to keep within the law. |
